M a rg a re t 
W u n d erlich , 
nearing 82, has spent 
a 
lifetime helping to develop 
the nation’s interest in one of 
its 
g reat 
h eritag es—its 
artists. 
“We were slow to get to 
American a rt,” said Mrs. 
Wunderlich, “because our 
early wealthy were busy 
building French castles on 
Fifth Avenue or German 
castles 
on 
the 
Hudson 
(R iver).” Their money was 
also going into collecting 
European art. 
“We felt we were down-to- 
earth laborers and wanted 
something aristocratic. And 
we were still a new country 
pioneering to the West. 
M rs. 
W underlich 
is 
executive vice-president of 
the Kennedy Galleries, now 


celebrating its 100th birth­ 
day. 
Art scholars generally 
credit 
the 
Kennedy 
with 
being one of the most im­ 
portant galleries anywhere 
specializing in A m erican 
historical art. 
Mrs. Wunderlich said the 
gallery, a family business 
for 
three 
generations, 
specialized in American art, 
including prints (it was 
among the first to show 
Currier & Ives and Audubon 
prints as a rt) from its 
founding. “It’s just the same 
as the doctor who specializes 
and becomes an authority in 
one area,” she said. 
She recalled that the late 
Thomas Gilcrease, of the 
Tulsa Museum, once told 
her, “You wait. You’ll see 
the day when American art 
will go as high in price as 
modern French.” 


He was right. Kennedy 
recently sold a C harles 
Wilson Peale portrait for a 
recordbreaking $600,000 and 
a W’illiam Copley portrait for 
$500,000. 
M rs. W underlich would 
rather not talk so much 
about the prices American 
art and sculpture bring now, 
as the early historical works 
become scarcer, but about 
the way interest in both 
knowing about and collec­ 
ting art is sweeping the 
country. 
It sta rte d im m ediately 
before and during World 
War II with a new emphasis 
on 
a rt 
education 
from 
elementary to college level, 
she said. 
“ Now the whole country is 
full of museums,” she con­ 
tinued. 
“ Look at all the 
m useum 
exhibits, 
the 
support foundations give art, 


the traveling exhibitions, the 
exhibits for children. 
“All to the good. There is a 
need in 
our 
society 
for 
som ething sp iritual. The 
need for us to express our­ 
selves is much deeper than 
we think. 
The housewife 
shows it even when she 
presses a design into a pie 
crust.” 
Mrs. Wunderlich is not an 
artist herself—’’some of us 
are born to appreciate what 
others give,” she said. “ I 
would wish that everyone 
could have as much enrich­ 
ment as my close association 
with art has given my life.” 
The gallery executive has 
been surrounded by art since 
her m arriage to Hermann 
Wunderlich, Jr., son of the 
founder. The W underlich 
name disappeared from the 
firm when her father-in-law 
died at the age of 52 and it 


was run for a while by 
Edward G. Kennedy. Then 
her husband took over. But, 
she said, by that time the 
Kennedy Galleries was so 
well established there was 
no reason to change back. 
Now her son, Rudolf, is 
p resident, 
L aw rence 
A. 
Fleischman is director, and 
another W underlich soon 
will 
m ake 
it 
a 
fourth 
generation operation. One of 
her grandchildren, Gerald, 
now in college, plans to come 
into the gallery. 
Mrs. Wunderlich will be 82 
in 
December but she is 
active daily at the gallery. 
She is younger looking and 
spryer than most persons 
her age but if there is any 
special reason for her vigor, 
she laughs it away with the 
comment, “ It’s because I 
never get a chance to sit 
down.”

Financial 
responsibility 
requirements for personal 
injury and property dam age 
as a result of automobile 
accidents vary among the 
states, ranging from a low of 
S5.000-$10,000-$1.000, (or 5-10- 
1/ in Louisiana to $20,000- 
$40.000-$10,000 (20-40-10) in 
Maine and Michigan. 
Each state sets its own 
minimum requirements with 
the most common limit 10-20- 
5. That means most policy 
holders are covered for up to 
$10,000 for injuries to an 
individual but no more than 
$20,000 for all persons in­ 
jured and $5,000 for property 
dam age in a single accident. 
Have an accident in a state 
with higher re q u irem e n t 
than your current insurance 
limits and there could be 
serious problems, such as 
being forced to post a bond 
o r 
having 
your 
license 
suspended 
You can help avoid such 
possible 
h ead ach es 
by 
checking in advance with 
your 
insurance 
agent 
or 
broker, said John P 
Ken­ 
nedy,

It shouldn’t take long— 
they know the requirements 
in the different states and 
can tell you if your policy 
limits are high enough for 
where you plan to drive,” he 
said. 
He added that motorists 


also should Find out whether 
their policies comply with 
No Fault insurance laws now 
in effect in states on the 
itinerary 
If you plan to rent a car. 
Kennedy noted that

rental firm s include in ­ 
surance.

by Mexican companies. 
Short-term policies can be 
p u rch ased at m ost

Don't take chances—you
